Breeding Bugs to Destroy Insect Pests 


The 
California state 
insectary, 


which has been of such great help to 
farmers, gardeners and fruit growers 
of the state, is described in an inter- 
esting illustrated article in the Feb- 
ruary Popular Mechanics Magazine. 
The institution collects, breeds and 
distributes beneficial insects upon a 
scale never attempted anywhere else 
in the world. 


The breeding of beneficial Insects 


is really a less complicated matter 
than might be supposed. All that ;s 
necessary is a few specimens of the 
insect and an abundant supply of its 
appropriate food. 
Then if the right 


conditions of heat, light .and"ventila- 
tion are supplied, the- enormous re- 
productive powers of the insects may 
be trusted to take care of the rest.- • 


The scientists .in charge of the in- 


sectary keep the eggs, larvae and ma- 
tured insects of all known beneficial 
species of importance in the state in 
"cold storage," that is to say, at a 
temperature that will keep them dor- 
mant without injuring their vitality. 
Whenever a serious outbreak of any 
pest insect is reported in any part of 
the state the first thing necessary at 
the insectary is to secure pest-inlect- 
ed leaves, twigs or fruit. 
These are 


placed in breeding cages along with 
the beneficial insect known to be the 
natural enemy of that particular pest, 
and the temperature regulated to the 
proper degree for insect 
develop 


ment. The beneficial insects at once 
become active; and, finding an abun- 
dance of their appropriate food, they 
multiply with great rapidity. With- 
in a very few days after receiving 
notice of the outbreak of the pest, 
the parasitologists of the insectary 
are ready to ship colonies numbering 
thousands of the insect which is best 
calculated to bring the pest under 
subjection.

mentalists iu:»y say as to the.advisa- 
bility of women working outside.of the 
home—for very few have arisen wlio 
object to their drudgery inside of the 
home—the fact remains patent that 
women will work, and therefore those 
who have the ability and ambition 
ought to be directed to the occupations 
that are most congenial.

unknown corner of New Mexico, close 
to" the Arizona line, is Zuni—that 
pyramid tif gray mud houses, forming 
the most wonderful communial dwell- 
ing on the western continent. 


, It is wonderful, weird, gruesome, 


fascinating and revolting. 
It is a 


community and a people of the far 
past ages living in the present—an 
Indian pueblo whose inhabitants lived 
where they now live ages before a 
white man's foot ever touched Amer- 
ica. 
And yet but few of us so-called 


Americans 
know 
anything 
about 


Zuni and its strange people, living 
in our midst. 


Neither history nor tradition tells 


T^S when Zuni was founded. Some of 
us know that it is the oldest continu- 
ally inhabited Indian village in our 
country, and that is about all we do 
know. 


Once it was one of 'the famous 


^even Cities of Cibola," now it is a 
community of sun-worshipers, " dog 
eaters and degenerates. 
Once its in- 


habitants were famous as relentless, 
blood-thirsty 
savages, 
missionary 


butchers, weavers, pottery makers; 
now they are spiritless, depraved, 
filthy and live as beasts would not 
live.

It was the fabled hidden gold of 


Zuni that hundreds of years ago 
blazed a path across the deseret 
plains from Mexico to the Rio Grande 
—and Zuni was an ancient pueblo 
then.

Ireds of years it had been occupied 
Defore his coming, none know and 


and started to "do Zuni," and the 
first horror that met my eyes started 
me back to the trading post to get a 
white man to accompany me. It was 
but a common sight of depravity and 
cruelty, but I will long remember it. 
A little puppy had both hind legs 
broken at the hips by these fiends and 
it was dragging its hind quarters as it 
crawled about the streets, while the 
Indians laughed. 
That the animal 


had been in this condition many days 
was shown by the flesh being worn 
through to the bone, where its legs 
dragged on the ground. 


The post trader told me that I need 


not have any fear of the Indians, for 
he said there was nothing left in them 
but cruelty, and that I could tie one i 
hand behind me and drive the whole 
village out. 


And now let me explain something 


that will give you a reason for this 
and many other instances of horrible 
cruelty and depravity that I saw in 
this village—or"'at least the reasons 
given by the few white men who live 
in this country. 


For hundreds of years the 'zunis 


have lived in this one village, lived 
and intermarried in this one family, 
until they are all, or nearly all, blood 
relatives. They have degenerated un- 
til nearly all the old instincts and

SO, when the fighting Navajos made 
fe on these plains a survival of the 
ttest, the outside walls of this In- 
an city were forts, without doors or 
indows, but now doors have been 
it through most of the outside walls, 
tiere is one common entrance, wide 
lough for a team to pass through, 
id once inside there are several

street refuse and got more than his 
share. 


Farther down the mam street I ran 


onto another interesting sight, but 
this one while a little repulsive to our 
age and tastes, was more humane, in 


gold ring if he found one. The 
squaws wear bangs low down on the 
forehead, many wear them below the 
eyes, they all w-ear the blanket, leg- 
gings and moccasins. 


It is a curious sight to sit on the 


opposite side of the river and watch 
Zuni. 
You will see an Indian ap- 


proach the village from the opposite 
side from the main entrance. He will 
go into the first house that has an 
entrance, climb up a ladder that pro- 
trudes from the loof, and then run 
over the tops of the houses to his pen. 
It is so much nearer than following 
the crooked alleys. 
And at sunset 


you will see the aged Indians climb 
to the tops of the houses and there 
sit and watch the sun go down. 


One startling sight that confronted 


me on my slumming trip was the 
sudden appearance of a maniac.

The greatest sinner may be saved if
